Accord- 
ingly, he obtained leave, and will go home to- 
morrow. 

Senator Allison and other republican sena- 
tors, like the majority of the democrats, are

A RECESS UNTIL THE 19TH OF NOVEMBER. 

The resolution is already in writing, but 
there is a possibility of Senator Allison chang- 
ing his mind by tomorrow. Even should he 
violate all precedent and introduce it, some 
democrats will probably refuse to allow its 
passage, claiming that the republicans are too 
anxious to cease the tariff discussion. It is 
true the tariff bill is not acceptable to all re- 
publican senators, but even though congress 
remain in session the dissenters will not speak 
until after the election. Thusthe demo- 
cratic party can gain nothing by remaining 
hero. Tomorrow will, however, bring forth 
pomething definite in regard to adjournment. 

, TURPIF ON INDIANA, 

Senator Turpie returned from Indiana last 
night. He says the state has never, in its his- 
tory, been in such a political ferment: that 
even women and children have organized into 
drum corps and societies to further the inter- 
ests of one or the other parties, and that the 
state is one mass of campaign orators. He 
pays, however, the democrats have already 
done the work, and that Cleveland’s majority 
will be between 10,000 and 20.000. Senator 
Turpie is the man who defeated Candidate 
Harrison for the senate.

OUR STRONG MONEY-BOX. 


Secretary Thompson States the Condition of 
the Treasury. 

W ASHINGTON, October 16.—Acting Secretary 
Thompson, of the treasury department, in 
speaking this afternoon ia regard to the proba- 
ble condition of the treasury at the end of the 
present year, said: 

“The appropriation bills having all been 
passed by the present congress some estimate 
can now be made of the probable surplus of 
revenue for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1889, over expenditures for the same year. 
Estimatipg one or two minor items, they 
amountin the aggregate to $306,000,000, with 
estimated expenditures from the permanent 


-annual appropriations, which are put at $115,- 


640,798, making a total of $421,640,798. The 
total estimated revenues are $440,500,000, 
making an excess of revenue over the total of 
appropriations of about $19,000,000, but this 
by no.means represents the actual surplus of 
revenue for the current fiscal year. <A careful 
estimate shows that of these appropriations 
which are specific and continuing appropria- 
tions, there will be at least $37,000,000 which 
will not, and cannot, be properly expended 
during this fiscal year, which makes an actual 
surplus of $56,000,000, which is substantially 
the same amount estimated by the secretary 
in his annual report. . 

But even this docs not fairly represent the 
surplus revenues for the fiscal year of 1889, for 
in the peproncietens above stated there is 
included the sum of about $18,000,000 for de- 
ficiencies in appropriations for 1888 and prior 
years, Which should have been appropriated 
for at prior session of congress, and paid out of 
surpius revenues of former years. This, added 
to the above sum of #6,000,000 increases the 
surplus revenues of 1589 to 874,000,000. This 
does not include balances which will be cov- 
ered into the treasury on 20th day ofeJune, 
1889, of unexpended appropriations of 4887 and 
prior years which, aceording to caféfal esti- 
mates made, Will not be less than $6,000,000. 

In expenditures there is included nearly 
$48,000,000 for sinking...fund...aehieluad 
really a part of the surplus reve- 
nues and if ~added will make a 
total of $122,000,000 of rovenne in excess of 
actual and necessary expenditures of govern- 
ment for the fiscal year 1889, which would 
make an actual increase of surplus at the end 
of this year of $104,000,000. The estimate of 
unexpended balances at the close of this fiscal 
year, given above,'is extremely low compared 
with actual balances which have remained un- 
expended in prior years. For instance on the 
0th of June, 1888, the unexpended balance of 
appropriations for that year was $75,515,000, 
on the s0th of June, 1887, $54,571,795 for the 
fiscal vear which ended on that day, and for 
each of the years 1886 and 1885, it was over 
$73,000,000, 

The above statement has reference to the 
excess of revenues forthe present fiscal year 
and expenditures for the same time, and is en- 
tircly independent of the surplus now in the 
treasury, amounting to $97,054,500.63, inclad- 
ing $24,347,548.82 of fractional coin. Any pore 
tion of this present surplus not expended 
within this fiscal yearfor the purchase of bonds, 
must be added to $104,000,000 to arrive at the 
actual surplus which will rernain in the treas- 
ury on the 30th of June next. 

With respect to the probable revenues for 
the fiscal year 1889, the books of the treasury 
shows that during the present fiscal year up to 
and including October 15th, the daily receipts 
have aggregated $115,986,566, as against $115,- 
868,473 for the same period last year, a falling 
off of only $1,881,007, which may be more than 
made up by increased receipts during. the re- 
mainder of the year, which decrease is not 
more than is issued during the few months 
preceding a presidential election. There 1s, 
therefore, no reason to believe that the actual 
receipts for the fiscal year 1589 will fall below 
the estimated receipts. In view of the in- 
creased activityjin all branches of business, it 
is believed that they will fully equal,if not ex- 
ceed the cstimate.”’

county, this state. It was known that there 
was iron ore in this section, but it had no rail- 
road connection, and nothing was done toward 
utilizing it until the Charleston, Cincinnati and 
Chicago road was run through it. The prop- 
erty contains an inexhaustible supply of the 
finest quality of magnetic steel ore, free from 
phosphorus and titanic acid. The company 
willimmediately commence building a steel 
furnace and rolling mills on thelineof the 
Charleston, Cincinnati and Chicago road. 
This road will bring coal to the furnace for 
$2.50 a ton. A smal] partof this property was 
bought a few years ago for $150, and it was 
sold to the company for $12,500.

The amount of personal vitupera- 
tion that is indulged in by the adherents of the 
different mayoralty candidates has a bad effect, 
and-lends color to the manyrumors that are 
atioat.

New York, October 16.—Mayor Hewitt has 
written a letter accepting the renomination for 
the mayorship. In it he scathes Tammany 
hall as a secret order merely for the spoils of 
office and which two vears ago was oyertaken 
With ‘‘spasms of virtue” and saw fit to nomi- 
nate him for mayor. He declares he is for 
tariff reform and will vote for the democratic 
national nominees, but says nothing of the 
state ticket. He says he has never had 
any sympathy with the knownothing move- 
mentand calls attention tothathe himseif 
was the author of the resolution in the deino- 
cratic national platform of 1854 on tho subject 
of immigration, which was adopted without 
dissent, both in committee and by the conven- 
tion. 

Mr. Hewitt’s letter is addressed to the com- 
mittee of the citizens’ meeting, which first 
nominatod him, and not to the county democ- 
racy.

He was a native of Scotland and has 
resided in Jacksonville since 1379. 

The prevailing opinion still holds that the 
epidemic is nearing its end, although today the 
new cases are numerous.

| IN LEHIGH VALLEY. 


ANOTHER COLLISION WITH LOSS 
OF LIFE. 


SIX PERSONS KILLED OUTRIGHT 
And About Thirty Injured—Cause of the 


Disaster—A Flagman to Blame—Other 
Interesting News of the Day. 


Mavucu Cuunx, Penn., October 16.—A 
wreck occurred on the Pottsville division of 
the Lehigh Valley railroad, near Tamarend, 
about 8 o'clock this morning, between a 
Lehigh gravel train and a Pennsylvania rail- 
road fast freight. The flagmdm did not get 
back far enough to signal the freight, which 
struck the caboose of the gravel train, the lat- 
ter containing a batch of Hungarian laborers, 
six of Whom were instantly killed. 

Twenty-six were injured, two of them dying 
while being conveyed to the hospital. The 
gravel train was backing on a siding when the 
freight train, which was running on orders, 
approached at a high rateof speed and went 
crashing into the cars ahead. The injured 
were removed to the miners’ hospital at Ash- 
land. The killed and injured men were all on 
the gravel train, with the exception of one 
brakeman on the Pennsylvania train, who was 
Sofar as is known 
the responsibility rests upon the shoulders o 
the fiagman, who failed to flag the freight 
train in time ta prevent the accident. 

The following official report cf this morn- 
ing’s accident has been received at the Le- 
high Valley’s main office at Wilkesbarre: Le- 
high Valley engine 391, with a construction 
train was ran into by Pennsylvania railroad 
engine No. 1,218, with the fast freight, at lam- 
ancnd siding. Six men were instantly killed 
and twenty-six injured, most of them fatally. 
The construction train had gravel cars ahead 
of the engine and the Pennsylvania railroad 
train struck them. The killed and ‘injured 
men were all upon the gravel train except one 
Pennsylvania employee, who was killed on his 
train. The dead and injured are all Hungar- 
iaus except one.

Bat He is Acquitted by the Jury—The De- 
tails of the Tragedy, and MeDonald’s 
Flight—Other News of the State. 


Sewiruvitie, Ga., October 16.—[Special.J— 
The superior court adjourned on Saturday 
last, being engaged the greater part of the 
week in trying the case of Rev. D. P. McDon- 
ald, charged with the murder of A. F. Chan- 
dler, on the night of August 17th last. The 
prisoner was ably represented by Colonel R. 
H. Powell and H. C. Sheffield, while the 
state’s interest were in equally asable bands in 
the persons of Solicitor-General Guerry and 
Colonel Clarence Wilson. The case was givon 
the jury on Friday evening and after remain- 
ing out al) night a verdict of acquittal was 
rendered Saturday morning. 

The following facts, briefly stated, were dis- 
closed from the evidence: On the eve of 
August 17, while Mr, A. F. Chandler 
Was returning home from town 
in a one horse wagon, he was 
met by McDonald, near his (McDon- 
ald’s) residence, wha, without_a word being 
passed between them, Chandler arose in his 
wagon and hurled a rock at McDonald with 
great force, knocking out some teeth and cut- 
ting quite a gash on his lip. A second stone 
was thrown, striking McDonald in the breast, 
making a painful wound. 

At this juncture McDonald fired his pistol at 
Chandler three times, one shot taking effect, 
producing immediate death. 

McDonald and Clandler had been unfriendly 
for some time back,on account of some damag- 
ing reports to McDonald’s character, which 
had been circulated’ by Chandler. 
McDonald fled immediately aiter 
the killing, but has been within fifteen or 
twenty miles of Blakely ever since, and when 
court convened came in and surrendered him- 
self. 

The case attracted considerable attention, 
and during the entise trial the courtroom was 
packed teits entire capacity. The verdict of 
the jury, while not in accord with the senti- 
meims of some, appears to meet the approval 
ofalarge number of the citizens of Early 
county, and was certainly gratifying to Mc- 
Donald’s legion of friends, who have all the 
while maintained that he was perfectly justi- 
fiable in doing the shooting, and that when 
twelve of his fellowmen had tried the true 
facts in the case he would be acquitted.

MR. BYRD'S CASE. 
Mliss Amanda Cole Gives Him Something to 
Think About. 

LAWRENCEVILLE, Ga., October 16.—[Spe- 
cial. }—At eleven o’clock today the case of the 
State vs. W. D. Byrd, sharend with seduction, 
was begun. Judge Peeples and Colonel Mc- 
Donald represented the defendant, and Colonel 
Winn and the solicitor-general the state. 

The evidence on the part of the state dis- 
closed the fact that in October, 1884, the de- 
fendant had carnal knowledge with Amanda 
Cole; that he had been visiting her as a lover 
over two years, and had secured her unstinted 
love and contidence.

A BRUTAL MURDER IN EMANUEL 
COUNTY.| 


A Farmer Carves a Young Man for Circa- 
Jating Reports About Him—A Negro 
Confesses to Being an Incendiary. 


Macon, Ga., October 16—[Special.]—The 
Macon police today are on the lookout for one 
Leonard Williamson, a well known farmer of 
Emanuel county, for whose arrest a reward of 
$300 is offered. Wiiliamson is only twenty- 
three years old, five feet tem inches high, 
weighs 135 pounds, has light hair and a sandy 
mustache. Heis wanted for the killing of 
Mr. Lawton Collins, another young farmer 
William- 
son was last heard of on last Friday night in 
Emanuel county, and, itis thought, came to- 
wards Macon. Mr._A.G. Sneed, a young man 
of Emanuel county, arrived in Macon this 
morning, and informed the police about the 
He gives the following account of the 
crime, which occurred several days ago: 

Williamson was engaged to be married to a 
certain young lady and had bought the mar- 
riage license, when the affair was broken off 
by Collins telling her something uncompli- 
mentary about Williamson, which greatly an- 
gered Williamson, Williamson’s father, who 
isa Methodist preacher, told his son to make 
Collins apologize, and if he did not do so, to 
kill him. Williamson invited Collins to take 
a buggy drive with him and _ while 
riding along the public highway 
Williamson attracted Collins attention by 
pointing out some obiect on the roadside. 
While Collins head was turned, Williamson 
plunged his knife into Collins throat, and gave 
a jerk across the white flesh, making a horri- 
ble looking wound, from which the crimson 
life blood freely flowed, saturating his cloth- 
ing. Collins fell out of the buggy, and Wil- 


| liamson then got out and cut Collins in thirty 


different places. Williamson immediately 
fled. Mr. Sneed says the people of Emanuel 
are much incensed over the fiendish murder, 
and if Williamson was in their hands now he 
would certainly be lynched.

Price’s ginhouse where Paine and Winn slept, 
and these overheard Winn tell Paine 
the whole story ofthe incendiary fire, and, 
also, heard him declare that he intended 
burning the gin house very soon.

que EAST AND WEST ROAD RECHI¥- 
ERSHIP CASE. 


Gossip About Travel and the Remarkable 
Increase of Freight Business on All 
Roads—Brief Mention 


The past few days have witnessed a remark- 
able increase of travel throagh Atlanta. The 
rush of the present week willof course not 
compare with that of a year ago, when @x posi- 
tion travel was loading every train in and out 
of the city, but it has experienced an encour 
aging revival and the railroad men are smiling 

ore honestly and broadly than they have for 

e past two months. 

But the fteight business on all classes of 
shipments shows the most remarkable increase 
ever recorded here. ‘All southern roads are 
gharing in this prosperity, and with some of 
them it isa pesety motive power and cars. 
The Atianta and Florida, Georgia’s newest 
road, has more freight offered than it can han- 
dle, but is rapidly adding to its facilities. 

Sure to Go Into Effect. 


“There is no doubt in my mind that the 
East Tennessee lease will be ratified by the 
stockholders and its operation by the Kich- 
quond and Danville become a fact.’” 

This was the opinion of a prominent rail- 
roader who was asked what he knew about 
the matter by a CONSTITUTION reporter. 

‘I have very good reasons for making this

East and Weat Railroad Company. 

In March, 1887, Captain John Postell was 
appointed receiver of the Fast and West railroad, 
under a bill filed by James Schley, who had a judg- 
ment against the corporation for about $13,000, The 
appointment was on its face provisional and sub- 
ject tochange by the court.

That trust company 
filed its bill against the railroad company and otb- 
ers, for such foreciosure of the mortgage for a per- 
guancnt recelver. 

The million anda half bonds haye fallen fnto 
many bands, among whom two factions have arisen 
and which are at war with each other. 

The trust company andthe Eugene Kelly _ 
wishes to retal , Captain Postell and associate with 
bim Major Byrne of New York and allow them as 
joiut rece.\ ers to issue receivers certificates and re- 
pair the roa! pending this tigation. But the other 
party, Edwurds and others, of New, York, would 
consent to keeping/Captain Postel], Dut would not 
consent to Byrne's appointment, 

Yesterday at New Orle«ns Judge Pardee, after 
earing the situation, said he would be happy to 
seep Captain Postell on as permauent receiver not 

withstanding his interest and associate another with 
him: but cou!d not do so without the consent of all 
rties. The Schley case was in default or at least 
chley'sattorneys did not appear to “8g and it was 
sonsolidated with the American trugt company's 
ease and by that fact the receivership Qnder Schiey’s 
bill fell.

tary terms of Captain Postell, saying he had given 

im tbe least trouble of any receiversbip over which 
be had had control and by all it was conceded that 
nothing but his interest in the subject matter in liti- 
gation prevented his continuance ‘In office.

Gossip About Travel and the Remarkable 
Increase of Freight Business on All 
toads—Brief Mention. 


The past few days have witnessed a remark- 
able increase of travel through Atlanta. The 
rush of the present week willof course not 
compare with that of a year ago, when ex posi- 
tion travel was loading every train In and out 
of the city, but it has experienced an encour- 
aging revival and the railroad men are smiling 

sore honestly and broadly than they have for 

he past two months. 

But the freight business on all classes of 
shipments shows the most remarkable increase 
ever recorded here. All southern roads are 
sharing in this prosperity, and with some of 
them it is a question of motive power and cars. 
The Atianta and Florida, Georgia’s newest 
road, has more freight offered than it can han- 
die, but is rapidly adding to its facilities. 

Sure to Go Into Effect. 


“There isno doubt in my mind that the 
Fast Tennessee lease will be ratified 7 the 
stockholders and its operation by the Rich- 
qond and Danville become a fact.”’ 

This was the opinion of a prominent rail- 
roader who was asked what he knew about 
the matter by a CONSTITUTION reporter.

East and West Railroad Company. 

In March, 1887, Captain John Postell was 
appointed receiver of the Fast and West railroad, 
under a bill filed by James Schley, who had a judg- 
ment against the corporation for about $13,000. The 
appointment was on its face provisional and sub- 
ject tochange by the court. Captain Postell was 
a stock holder of the corporationand a bondholder 
but though interested was putin charge upon thé 
consent of all concerned. 
becn very successful and satisfactory. 

But meauwhile the interest on the corporation’s 
ponds has not been paid, and the American Trust 
company of New York, which Beld them for the 
benefit of the owners, was required to foreclose the 
ynortgage to secure the bonds. That trust company 
filed its bill against the railroad company and oth- 
ers, for such foreclosure of the mortgage for a per- 
guanent receiver. 

The million anda half bonds haye fallen Into 
many hands, among whom two factions have arisen 
and which are at war with each other. 

The trust company andthe Eugene Kelly party 
gvishes to retal. Captain Postell and associate with 
pim Maior Byrne of New York and allow them as 
joiut rece.s ers to issue receivers certificates and re- 
air the roal pending this litigation. But the other 
party, Edwards and others, of New York, would 
consent to keeping Captain Postell, but would not 
consent to Byrne's appointment, 

Yesterday at New Orleens Judge Pardee, after 
hearing the situation, said he would be happy to 
keep Captain Puste!l on as permauent receiver not 
withstanding his interest and associate another with 
hin: but cou!d not do so without the consent of all 
aarties. The Schley case was in defaultor at least 
Bontey's attorneys did not appear to object and it was 
consolidated with the American trust company’s 
pao and by that fact the receivership under Schley’s 

ill fell. 

Judge Pardce appointed Charies P. Ball, of Mont- 
omery, receiver to take charge next month, From 
he bench Judge Pardee spoke in most complimen- 

tary terms of Captain Postell, Saying he had given 
him tne least trouble of any receivership over which 
he had had control and by all it was conceded that 
mothing but his interest in thesubject matter in liti- 
gation prevented his continuance in office.

Fighting the Conservative Ticket. 

The prohibitionists have done several 
foolish things since the last prohibition 
election, but nothing so foolish as some of 
the antl-prohibitionists did at their private 
meeting at Concordia hall night before last. 

When we come to consider the cause of 
the complaint that this wing of anti-prohi- 
bitioniste has, if they have any, we are una- 
ble to see why there is more harm in allow- 
ing Mr. James A. Anderson to appoint 4 
sommittee than to have Mr. Adolph Brandt 
sppoint one. Indeed Mr. Anderson merely 
appointed a committee to call meetings in 
the different wards, and have those mect- 
Ings select the central committee, while Mr. 
Brandt has in his own hands the appoint- 
ment of the whole anti-prohibition commit- 
tee of seventy. Nor can we see how & com- 
mittee composed of eight whites and four 
begroes can get up a better set of men fora 
mass meeting, than the committee of sixty 
that has already acted. 

The ticket that has been announced and 
patified by the conservative citizens of At- 
Janta without regard toclass, is one of the 
best we have ever had in municipal politics. 
It is composed of conservative men, and 
men who have every interest of Atlanta at 
heart. It is put out with one single object, 
and that isto keep the prohibition question 
put of the city politics. That is its sole 
purpose—to keep the prohibition issue ont 
pf the selection of city officials. Here comes 
g faction of the anti-prohibitionists, which 
Insists that it shall not be kept out of poli- 
tics, but that the city council, and city offi- 
tials whohandle all the city money and ad- 
minister the city affairs, shall be selected by 
one element of the people of Atlanta, and 
that element only a faction of one wing of 
Dne party.

The Germans whocome to this country 
Are among the most desirable immigrants 
that arrive on these shores. They are a 
healthy and a high-minded people, patient 
and industrious: They make good and 
patriotic “citizens. During the war the 
Ge sat the north fought heartily for 

he union; at the south they fought just as 
cordially for southern independence. They 
showed that they were good citizens by 
identifying themselves with the people 
among whom their lot was cast. 

This has becn the history of the German 
Imniigrants to this country. They come as 
republicans and as democrats, forgetting the 


.™, gputocratic government under which they 


have been reared. The only wonder is that 
all of young Germany has not immigrated 
to this country in order to escape methods 
‘that are only less tyrannical than those of 
Russia. 

We read in the telegrams that Dr. Macken- 
zie’s book has been seized and suppressed. 
This sort of liberty is popular only in Rus- 
siaand Germany. It is a system as far re- 
moved from freedom as the dark is from 
daylight, and it isa curious illustration of 
human nature that people who possess all the 
elements of manhood should tamely submit 
to a government which really belongs to the 
dark ages. 

The point of the whole business is that, 
in this day and time, seizure doesn’t scize 
and suppression doesn’t, suppress. Dr. 
Mackenzie may be wrong, or he may be 
right; that isa question about which honest 
people may differ—but what does it profit 
the German government to seize and sup- 
press his work?

The Criminal Record. 

From time to time the newspapers pub- 
lish articles showing that in a certain year 
there were s0 many arrests and convictions 
in a city or perhaps in a state. Outsiders 
jump to the conclusion that these figures 
accurately represent the amount of crime in 
the community, and proceed to moralize 
upon the state of affairs supposed to exist. 

But the arrests and convictions do not 
necessarily show the morality or the wick- 
edness of a community. Many of our 
crimes are merely statutory, and we have 
852 of them on the books, offenses against 
federal and state laws. Some of these 
offenses grow out of municipal regulations, 
and ‘are not breaches of any moral law. 
Persons who commit them are frequently 
guilty of nothing more than ignorance or 
carelessness. Offenses of this class have 
multiplied to such an extent that during 
tho past year the arrests numbered about 
one to every twenty of the inhabitants of 
the large towns. Of course it would be un- 
just tocatalogue all these violators of mu- 
nicipal statutes under the head of criminals. 

When these facts are borne in mind it 
will be seen that there is very little to sup- 
port the claims of those writers who take 
the position that crime is on the increase. 
tt is possible for a great number of arrests 
and convictions to take place in a highly 
moral city; it is simply a question of munic- 
dpal regulations andn efficient police. 

It is doubtful whether it makes people 
any better to create a batch of new offenses 
every year. Citizens who are conscious of 


| having committed no moral wrong grow 


festive under the infliction of fines. The 


personal liberty cry which is now heard on 


every side is largely in the nature of a re- 
volt against the disposition of our law- 
makers to grind out new penal statutes. 

As matters stand what is called the 
criminal record must continue to swell, even 
when the people are rapidly advancing in 
morality. There never will be atime when 
the average citizen will not occasionally lay 
himself liable for throwing a melon rind 
into the street, encumbering the sidewalk 
with freight, or hunting in advance of the 
season, or doing something else equally in- 
nocent from a moral standpoint. All these 
matters will have to be kept in view when 
one sits down to read a batch of statistics 
with the desire to satisfy himself about the 
alleged increase of crime, which just at 
present is the theme of so many writers and 
speakers. eS

How the Bettingis Going. 

It is an exceedingly dangerous risk to at- 
tempt to foretell the result of anything by 
judging from the way the betting is going; 
but if there is anything in this method of 
settling a controversy itcan be put down 
that Cleveland and Thurman are now in the 
lead, and by decided odds. 

However, the bettingis spirited. Insome 
localities it is all one way; in others, an- 
other; but from the general make up of the 
stakes, as a whole, it appears that the 
democracy has cornered the market. Fluct- 
uations are rapid though, and what is con- 
sidered first-class stock today may go down 
below par tomorrow. But it is impossible 
to make even an intelligent estimate of the 
situation, and to judge of the result by the 
betting is simply guess work. 

Betting, however, plays its part in mak- 
ing up the straws from the drift of which 
the outlook is forecast, and thereis no 
doubt about it, it sometimes plays a very 
important part in promoting the cause of 
the candidate in whose favor the odds are 
being placed. The republican national 
committee, realizing this, entered the field on 
its own hook after observing the fact that 
the chances of its candidate were becoming 
gloomier each day. @ The committee at once 
set aside a large sum and began putting out 
campaign wagers on the election of Harri- 
son and Morton. 

The bluff did not work except to run Har- 
rison and Morton stock up for a short while 
after which it dropped to its normal stand. 

It is estimated that $100,000 a day is 
placed in New York, and $10,000 a day in 
Philadelphia, the odds being in favor of 
Cleveland in New York, and the stakes 
about equal in Philadelphia, which is prob- 
ably the strongest republican stronghold in 
the country. 

After all, the betting amounts to but little, 
but it is decidedly more satisfactory to have 
it in our favor than against us, and that is 
just the way it stands.

Women and the Gallows. 

The approaching execution of two 
women, one in Obio and one in Massachu- 
setts, has revived the old discussion about 
the propriety of inflicting the death sen- 
tence upon women, 

So far asthe enormity of their crimes is 
concerned, itmust be admitted that some 
female criminals have proved themselves 
monsters of cruelty and meanness, And 
yet in all civilized countries men hesitate a 
long time before they give their consent to 
the hanging of a woman. The Washington 
Post voices the sentiment of perhaps a ma- 


jority when it says: 

Legally and in justice these women should hang, 
but there is a fecling higher and better than merci- 
less justice under the law, and that feeling should 
be honored in the observance. It is abhorrent to 
the nature of the best men, or even the worst, to put 
a woman to death, and it isa credit to the execu- 
tors of our laws thatso far in our history very few 
women have been hanged. Men must in the nature 
of things, hold woman in « higheresteem than they 
do their fellow men; there are about our mothors, 
sisters, wives, and sweethearts, a reverence anda 
romance, which makes them sacred, and through 
them this sacredness extends in greater or less de- 
gree toallwomen. Woman is the weaker vessel, 
the dependent one, and though she may commit 
grievous wrong there cannot exist against her that 
feeling of measuring her punishment by her crime, 
which men must exercise in dealing with men, 

Murder is the only crime for which a woman can 
be hanged, and women are not by nature murder- 
ous, They are the source of life, and the maternal! 
instinct, so long as it is in its norma) condition, 
cannot be other than in violent antagonism to 
death. 

The woman who kills is crazed, and she should 
not suffer the ultimate penaity, setting aside the 
arguments advanced above. The governors of Mas- 
sachusetts and Ohio have an opportunity to set the 
example ofa new code in penal ethics, and there is 
scarcely a sane person in all the land, and certainly 
no legislative or judicial body, which will not com- 
mend acommutation of sentence in the cases of 
these two women, Then let the legislatures follow 


and enact astatute in which the blood of a woman 
shall not be shed by the hand of the law. 
Possibly this errs on the side of sentiment- 


alism, but the views expressed will be in- 


dorsed by many of the wisest and best 
people inthe land. It is easy to believe 
that the woman who crushes her gentler in- 
stincts so far as to make her capable of mur- 
der is not of sound mind. Sach a woman 
is more fit for a life time term in an asylum 
than for the gailows. In an age when en- 
lightened statesmen are seriously thinking 
of abolishing capital punishment altogether 
it ought not to be very difficult to secure 
the exemption of women from the death 
penalty.

A List of Probable Candidates—Meeting of 
Republicans Thursday Night—Something 
About “Promises.” 


The action taken at the Concordia hall meet- 
ing, held by a number of citizens on Monday 
night, intensified the interest in city politics, 
and was the talk of the town yesterday. 

Colonel Adolph Brandt was seen by a repre- 
sentative of Turk ConsTiTuTION yesterday. 

He said: “I would like to have it stated 
in print that there was no secret what- 
ever about the time or place ot 
holding our meeting. Printed cards 
of invitation were sent out to a number of 
people askitig them to be present at the meet- 
ing. It was stated in these invitations that 
the meeting would be held at Concordia hall 
at 7 and halfo’clock Monday night. The in- 
vitations were all signed by myself as chair- 
man of the executive committee and by Mr.

Physical Training for Our Teachers. 

While so much is being said on the necessity 
of physical culture for all people in general, and la- 
dies and children in particular, no especial mention 
or thought seems given to the one class whose ap- 
peal for such training should be most urgent. 
While it is the plain duty of every woman to make 
herself strong and beautiful, to eultivate in herself 
the physical strength that makes patience easy and 
freshness of body and mind an abiding thing, there 
is one class of womanhood that mest needs this 
strength. Who should have the strength of beauty, 
and the beauty of strength; who should forget her- 
seli in an entire absorption in others; who should 
have calm, serene, well balancedt well rounded 
culture so much as the teacher? 

It is to her the children goin the early morning 
with keen young minds ready to seize every passing 
expressiou and absorb it into the growng thought. 
It is with her that they end the day when tired lit 
tle minds, and cramped little bodies are apt to 
make young tempers rise and small wills unruly. 
It is to the teacher they look for their first instrue- 
tion outside the carefully guarded home circle, and 
form mnost frequently, their first conscious ideal. 
In this {Ideal the dominant qualities 
are not those of which the teacher 
is thinking and for which sheis planning. It is 
the unconscious movement of weariness, the un- 
conscious sharpness of impatience in the voice, the 
weakness of will and lack of self control showlng 
itselfin unjust erilicism or petulent ‘nagging”’ that 
makes itself felt. 

No one, who is not grossly ignorant of all physical 
and psychical laws doubts tor an {instant the influ- 
ence of one part of the human organization over all 
others. No teacher will attempt to bring all 
strength to bear on one faculty at the expense of 
others, neither will she educate the mind and leave 
the moral nature out of her calculation, 

Why, then, should the physical side of the edu 
cation, on which so much depends, be neglected? 
Who does not know the stupidity that comes from 
too much mental labor? Who has not felt the lack 
of self-respect arising from the impatient nervous- 
ness of weariness? Yet we deplore the evil without 
mniking an effort to correct it. 

We increases our mental labor by force. 
ing upon the mind the duties of the 
body. Let us make the body do the work while 
the mind rests. The mind will reward us by doub- 
ling its avtivity and the body thank us by increas- 
ing in strength until it “‘rejoiceth as a strong man 
torun a race.” 

Martineau, in his “Triumph of Force,” says that 
while every evil is working against every other 
evil, each for itself, the good all tend to the same 
issue and work tothe same end.

An Interesting Talk With Sam Small—States 

Which the Cold Water People May Turn. 
From the Pittsburg Dispatch. 

A Dispatch reporter had achat with Rev. 
Sam Small, the prohibition lecturer and former 
consort of Rev. Sam Jones, in Pittsburg recently, 
in which the evangelistic apostle of plain talk made 
some statements that, to say the least, are new and 
original as tending, froma prohibition standpoint, 
to show the general condition of affairs in that par- 
ty, and their attitude, and the effect it will have on 
the national contest, 

Alter talking on general topics for ashort time, he 
launched out on state politics in the south, saying 
that his party had a state ticket in the field in North 
Carolina, and were ‘‘pushing the democrats hard,”’ 
«“ And,’’ said the famous lecturer, stretching himself 
in his chair and pushing his hands deeper in his 
pockets, whilea significant earnestness appeared in 
his face, “we’re going to score the democratsin 
North Carolina worse than they have ever been 
scored before, and come mighty nigh accomplish- 
ing our end, if we do not win the state.” 

‘Rut, Mr. Small, does that mean that the attitude 
of the prohibition party is favorable to the republi- 
cans as opposed to the democrais?’’ said the report- 
er, surprised by the statement. 

“Well,” said Rey. Sam, ‘no, not exactly, the 
papers and speakers and people don’t or won’t un- 
derstand that we don’t care which party we hurt as 
lorg as we gain our points, because we are no bet- 
ter off with democrats in power than with repubii- 
cans. Inthe south we hurt the democrats, and in 
the north the republicans.’’ 

“Well, that being so,” said the reporter, ‘how 

will the losses and gains of the two parties balance 
up?’ 
‘It the prohibition party Bad fworked from the 
start on their points,”’ said the lecturer, aye could 
have turned Tennessee, North Carolina and Vir- 
ginia to the republicans, and Michigan, Minnesota, 
and Iowa to the democrats.’’ [Counting the eleec- 
toral yotes up. on his fingers the reporter caw this 
would give the republicans a gain of two. } 

“And,” said the genial Sam, continuing with 
some hesitation, “I think the prohibition party has 
more to gain by the defeat of the democrats t! an 
the republicans. If the republicans are defeated, 
that’s the last of them, in all probability, as a party. 
If the democrats are defeated andthe southern 
democratic office-holders turned out, they will get 
disheartened down south and come over tothe 
prohibition party. The democrats are the ones that 
are going to come overto our party in the south. 
The republicans of that region will stick together, 
but the democrats there are largely for temperance, 
anyway, and only needa slight influence to turn 
them. 

“This is the only way we can ever succeed. 
Whichever party goes to pieces—and one will—that 
one will come over to the prohibition party. We do 
not care which one wins, and we can only turn our 
strength where it will best give us our points and 
bring us the most votes for our party.” 

Referring to state politics, he said: “I bave just 
come from a meeting in New York of the national 
executive committee, of which I am a member, and 
the reports all show large gains. Tennessee is 
waxing warm, as you can see by the way the demo- 
cratic papers are whacking away at the democrats 
for leaving the ranks for our party.

fROM A HORRIBLE DEATH--SAVED 
, BY ACCIDENT. 
fhrown From His Engine and Lying Help- 
less In the Ditch, With Scalding Steam 
Pouring Over Him. 

Two badly wrecked engines and five freight 
cars mark the scene of 4 collision between 
an incoming East Tennessee passenger train 
and a Georgia Pacific freight, which tried to 

each other on the same track with nearly 
fatal results. 

The collision occurred at 7 o’clock yesterday 
morning, near Peyton, a signal station six miles 
from Atlanta, on the joint track of fhe Georgia 
Pacific and East Tennessee roads. 

The East Tennessee train, a passenger, was 
on time and due in Atlanta at7:30a.m. The 
train was in charge of Franklin Bennett, con- 
ductor, and Frank Bellows was at the throttle. 
The train had orders to meet a Georgia Pacific 
freight at Peyton. On nearing the station, 
Engineer Bellows blew his whistle, but as no 
signal was displayed he ran past the station at 
a speed of about fifteen miles per hour. 

A short distance this side of Peyton Bellows 
saw the Georgia Pacitic train coming toward 
him under a full head of steam. He reversed 
bis engine and tried to stop the train, but the 
distance was too short, and the engines came 
together with a crash that almost entirely de- 
molished them. 

The engineer ef the Georgia Pacifie freicht, 
J. E. Brown, saw the East Tennessee train 
coming down the track toward him, but with" 
the chances in favor of a terrible death staring 
him in the face, he “threw her over’ and 
made every effort to avoid the collision. 

As the engines came together, they locked 
together and rose up from the track, their 

jlots, boilers and smoke stacks being wrecked 

yond repair. The cars of the heavy freight 
train came crashing into one another with 
fearful force. 
Engineer Brown's Close Call. 

As the engines lost their momentum and 
the crash had spent its force, the Georgia Pa- 
rific engine turned partly on its side and begau 
discharging tho hot steam from its broken 
cylinders. Mr. Brown had been thrown 
from his seat upon tho engine and 
was lying helpless upon his _ side 
right in the path of the escaping steam, which 
badly scalded him upon his right side, and 
but for his presence of mind and the fortunate 
and accidental opening of a cold water cock 
upon the engine, Engineer Brown would -cer- 
tainly never have lived to tell the story of his 
sufferings, and the presence of mind which 


gaved his life. . 

He was brought to his home at 159 Crew 
street, in this city and Dr. Roy was 
ealled to dress his wounds. Before losing con- | 
sciousness the brave engineer told the physi- 
rian and the friends who had called to offer 
their assitance, the. story of the fearful mo- 

ments that seemed like years to him while he 
lay helpless in the ditch, with the sealding 
steam pouring down upon him. 

“T was thrown upon my side,” said Mr. 
Brown, “and was only able to move 
my head, but this savd my life. As 
I lay there almost helpless, the 
steam from the cylinder began p@urfhg directly 
down upon me. There was no esfape and 1 feit 
certain that I was doomed to die 4 most horrible 
death. I gave myself upfor lost. I thought 
of the little ones at home and prayed fora 
quick release from the tortures of the scalding 
steam. I never was so clear in my 
thoughts as during these terrible mo- 
ments. 1 thought of everything that 
roncerned myself and family, and even thought 
pf the cause and consequences of the wreck 
that had brought me face to face with death. 

‘‘But while all these thoughts were passing 
through my brain, like a flash of lightning, I 
was not neglecting the one chance for life that 
semained to me.

I must 
have fainted, I think, but whether from the 
revulsion of feéling that could only come to a 
man in such a case, or from weakness caused 
by my injuries, I will never know. 

“When I recovered consciousness the steam 
had spent its force and I was saved.” 

As he finished the gtory of his terrible expo- 
rience, the engineer becamo again uncon- 
scious, but under the skillful care of Dr. Roy, 
who pronounces his injuries serious, but not 
dangerous, he will soon be back at the throttle 
again. Dr. Roy says Mr. Brown was badly 
jarred by being thrown from his engine and 
experienced a slight hemorrhage. A slight 
chill, which resulted from the stream of cold 
water which saved him from death by the 
escaping steam, is said by Dr. Roy to have 
been followed by no dangeroas symptoms. 

Conductor McDaniel, of the freight train, 
was also slightly injured by the collision. The 
crew of the East Tennessee train escaped with- 
put a scratch, though the engineer and fireman 
had a close call for their lives. 

A Costly Accident.

The 
engines will have to bo alinost entirely rebuilt. 
The track was cleared, and trains were run 
with slight delay. Passengers who come in 
on last night’s trains report the scene at the 
wreck as @ mass of broken iron and 
timbers, or, as tho railroad men put it—** 
regular scrap heap.” :

The blame for the collision seems to be divi 
ded between the operator at Peyton and the 
crew of the East Tennessee passenger train 
Tho latter ave said to have recelved orders t 
meet and pass the Georgia Pacific train a 
Peyton. If they had such orders, railroad men 
say it wasclearly their duty to stop there 
either to receive orders to proceed or to awal 
the arrival of the freight. The operator 1s sal¢ 
to have neglected his duty in not “displaying 
“gtop’”’ signal in front of tho station.

but for his presence of mind and the fortunate 
and accidental opening of acold water cock 
upon the engine, Engineer Brown would cer- 
‘tainly never have lived to tell the story of his 
sufferings, and the presence of mind which 
gaved his life. 

He was brought to his home at 159 Crew 
street, in this city and Dr. Roy was 
called to dress his wounds. Before losing con- 
sciousness the brave engineer told the physi- 
rian and the friends who had called to offer 
their assitance, the. story of the fearful mo- 
ments that seemed like years to him while he 
lay helpless in the ditch, with the scalding 
steam pouring down upon him. 

“T was thrown upon my side,’’ said Mr. 
Brown, “and was only able to move 
my head, but this savd my life. As 
I lay there almost helpless, the 
steam from the cylinder began pourfhg directly 
down upon me. There was no escape and I felt 
certain that I was doomed to diea most horrible 
death. I gave myself upfor lost. I thought 
of the little ones at home and prayed fora 
quick release from the tortures of the scalding 


steam. I never was so clear in my 
thoughts as during these terrible mo- 
ments. I thought of everything | that 


roncerned myself and family, and even thought 
pf the cause and consequences of the wreck 
that had brought me face to face with death. 

‘‘But while all these thoughts were passing 
through my brain, like a flash of lightning, I 
was not neglecting the one chance for life that 
temained to me. 

“By raising my body as much as possible 
and then stretching my neck, I was able to 
get my head just above the greater body of 
steam. Then, by turning my head away from 
the engine as much as possible, I found that I 
eould catch a breath of air without inhaling 
the deadly steam. 


“But this could have Jasted but a 
few moments at the best, 
for the steam was scalding 


my limbs so that the strength was fast leaving 
me. I was almost despairing when a stream 
of cold water from the broken injector began 
running over me. 

“Oh, [can never express my feelings as the 
water covered my limbs. Itran a torrent into 
the ditch where I was lying and over my 
limbs until I was completely chilled. I must 
have fainted, I think, but whether from the 
revulsion of feeling that could only come to a 
man in such a case, or from weakness caused 
by my injuries, I will never know. 

“When I recovered consciousness the steam 
had spent its force and I was saved.”’ 

As he finished the story of his terrible expo- 
rience, the engineer becamo again uncon- 
wious, but under the skillful care of Dr. Roy, 
who pronounces his injuries serious, but not 
dangerous, he will soon be back at the throttle 
again. Dr. Roy says Mr. Brown was badly 
jarred by being thrown from his engine and 
experienced a slight hemorrhage. A slight 
chill, which resulted from the stream of cold 
water which saved him from death by the 
escaping steam, is said by Dr. Roy to have 
been followed by no dangerous symptoms. 

Conductor McDaniel, of the freight train, 
was also slightly injured by the collision. The 
crew of the East Tennessee train escaped with- 
out a scratch, though the engineer and fireman 
had a close call for their lives. 

A Costly Accident. 

The loss to the railroads by the wrecking of 
their engines and rolling stock is very heavy, 
and in this respect it will be cone of the most 
costly collisions the road hasever had. The 
engines will have to bo almost entirely rebuilt. 
Tine track was cleared, and trains were run 
with slight delay. Passengers who come in 
on last night’s trains report the scene at the 
wreck as a mass of broken iron and 
timbers, or, as the railroad men put it—‘‘a 
regular scrap heap.” 

The Cause of the Collision. 

The blame for the collision seems to be divi- 
ded between the operator at Peyton and the 
trew of the East Tennessee passenger train. 
Tho latter are said to have recelved orders to 
meet and pass the Georgia Pacific train at 
Peyton. If they had such orders, railroad men 
say it wasclearly their duty to stop there, 
either to receive orders to proceed or to await 
the arrival of the freight. The operator is said 
to have neglected his duty in not “displaying a 
“stop’’ signal in front of tho station. 

Fortunately no fatalities are likely to oceur 
“asaresultof the accident, but the chances 
were first class, and Engineer Brown’s narrow 
escape and the costly wreck makes the collisiog 
a bad one.

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| THE FEMALE CONVICTS 


HAVE INCREASED TWENTY PER 
CENT IN TWO YEARS. 

While the Number of Male Convicts Re- 
mains the Same—Some Facts From the 
Keeper's Report. 

Is crime increasing among the female popu- 
lation ? 

The forthcoming biennial report of Principal 
Keeper Towers, of the penitentiary seems to 
show that it is. 

‘The remarkable thing about it,’’ said As- 
sistant Keeper Shubrick, ‘‘is that the net in- 
crease in the number of convicts for the past 
two years has been entirely in women. 

“In October, 1886,we had 1,337 colored malcs 
and 148 white males in the penitentiary, and 
we have in October, 1888, 1,336 colored and]149 
white males, making 1,485, the same total of 
males that we had two years ago. In October, 
1886, we had one white and 41 colored females, 
and now we have 52 colored females. 

“The women are the worst criminals we 
have, aud the hardest to control. ‘The ordina- 
ry camp boss wouldrather have ten bad mnmen 
than one woman.”’ 

‘The average death rate has been’ 1? 
cent per annum for the two years. 

The last year has showed a remarkable im- 
provement inthis regard. During the first 
year of this biennial term, the death rate 
was about 2:52 per cent, and during the sec- 
ond year, the year just ended, it was about 
1.16 percent, This death rate will compare 
favorably, if not surpass, thatof any prison in 
the country. 

“By compagg the number of cor. victs, 
white and volored, witn the population of Geor- 
gia, as given by the census of 1880, we find that 
there is one and five-eights per centof the col- 
ored and one fifth of one per cent of the white 
population in the penitentiary. 

“Another interesting fact isthe number of 
second term convicts. We have no exact sta- 
tistics because of the difficulty in keeping the 
personal identity of negro convicts, but after 
pretty careful investigation we have come to 
the conclusion that the penitentiary has five 
or six percent of second terin men. That 
small propertion of returned convicts, shows, 
I think, that the penitentiary is largely re- 
formatory. The force of this observation will 
appear when itis remembered that we turn 
out three to four hundred convicts every year.’’ 

‘‘How do they get along gfter they are turned 
out ?”’ 

“They find it very easy to get employment, 
particularly the colored element of them. 
They are, in fact, better laborers than before 
their apprenticeship in the penitentiary. They 
are not afraid of work,aud they are frequently 
employed by the lessee company from whose 
camps they were discharged. This is par- 
ticularly true in railroad work. The conyicts 
become expert railroaders and earn better 
wages inthat kind of labor. Itis like ap- 
prenticeship at a trade; they become quick, 
expert laborers in several. pursuits at which 
they are employed during their term of im- 
prisonment.”’ 

‘How do the convicts live?” 

“As to food, clothing, regularity of habits 
and medical attention, they live as well as or 
better than the average free labor of a like 
class. For instance their daily ration of meat 
is threo quarters of a pound where free labor 
gets onlyahalf. Inaddition they get fresh 
meat twice a week and vegetables at least 
twice a week and much of the time oftener 
than that. They are also given twice a week, 
wheat bread while free labor only gets corn 
bread as a regular ration from his employer. 

‘‘Then their hours of labor are systematic. 
They are allowed to rest at dinner, an hour in 
the winter months, an houranda half in fall 
and spring and two hours in summer. At 
night they are required to go to rest promptly 
at a certain hour varying according to season. 

“As to medical attention, each camp is reg: 
ularly attended by a competent physician, 
who has supreme control over the sick. While 
they are under his care he can prescribe and 
the lessees have to furnish any diet he may 
require, and no onecan compel them to re- 
sume labor until they are regularly discharged 
from the custody of the physician as cured,
